DEWEY PjAISES HIM 


"I am Satisfied," Says Schley of 


the Court's Finding 


MAY INVESTIGATE ADMIRAL SAMPSON 


Many Believe This Action by Congress is 


Now Certain. 
Majority of Court Se- 


verely Condemns Schley's Conduct 


Washlngton.Dec. 14—"My honor has 


been vindicated, and I am satisfied 
with the decision of the court." 


This Is Admiral Schley's only com'- 


ment on the report of the court of 
inquiry- made public late yesterday 
afternoon, which by a majority re- 
ports finds him guilty on all 
the 


charges except that of personal lack 
of bravery. 


At first the admiral refused to make 


any comment, although his manner 
showed that he was especially pleased 
with the minority report of Admiral 
Dewey. And even today he refuses to 
discuss the findings further than the 
statement quoted. 


Now that the court has reported, 


there is a renewal of the talk about 
a congressional investigation of Ad- 
miral Sampson's conduct in the cam- 
paign, which would go all over the 
affair again. 


Today many congressmen 
talked 


freely of the prospect for this, and 
while the court of inquiry had report 
ed not much could be said, it is now 
believed that a call will be made for 
such an investigation. Many matters 


would be brought into the inquiry if 
it were made. Among them are Adl- 
miral Sampson's conduct during the 
campaign; the lack of co-operation 
if any, among the captains, and to 
what extent this may impair the effi- 
ciency of the navy, if not remedied; 
the course of the naval strategy board 
during the war and its co-operation or 
lack of co-operation with the army, 
and the course of the bureau of navi 
gation since the war. 


The Report 


Washington, Dec. 14-yThe report of 


the Schley court of inquiry made pub 
lie late yesterday afternoon, was a 
complete surprise and no prophecies 
had at all hit the mark.

Both are signed by George Devty, 
president, and by Sam C. Lainl?, as 
judge advocate.

Raw material to the textile industries 


has derelapsd distinct firmness. The 
goods market is quiet, with no urgency 
to force sales and prices of some lines 
are higher. 


Raw materials in tbe footwear indus- 


try advanced stttl further, while the 
poorer quality of hides at this seaeon 
makes the actua^djfference greater than 
the mere alteration of a friction would 
indicate.

With tbe expiration of these contracts 
there will be a material rise in finished 
products unless in the meantime a re- 
action occurs in materials. 


Western grain producers and dealers 


have expressed faith in the future of 
prices, many announcing their intention 
to hold supplies until spring, when the 
scarcity would be marked and quota- 
tions reach a more profitable point.

Later the rela- 
tives oinlered the Sanfordites away and 
again called the physician, but his ef- 
forts to save her life were fruitless and 
she died yesterday, 


Mr? Lombard, who was 65 years old, 


had been interested In the Sanford 
movement for several years.

Thanksgiving day she was one of a 
party which went from this city and 
Auburn to Shiloh to be baptised. There 
the candidates were Immersed in the 
Androscoggin river.

Mrs. Perkins, a daughter of Mrs. 


Todd, practically substantiated tbe 
story of her mother. She stated that 
she visited the home of her aunt, Mrs. 
Lombard, on the afternoon that Mr. 
Moses had been there and annotated 
her. She found her aunt up and 
dressed. At the time, she said, con- 
trary to the reports of the Sanfordites, 
her aunt was not feeling well. 


Whether or not any legal action will 


be taken against the Holy Ghost and 
Us society is not known at present. 
Tbe report that Dr. Onkes will bring 
a case against them is untrue. In con- 
versation with a Sun man last evening 
the doctor stated that he regretted very 
much that the affair should have such 
a sad termination, but that he would 
take no legal steps in regard to the mat- 
ter.

views.expressed by tbe court, compris- 
ing, beside-htaself, Admirals Benfiam 
and Ramsay, in tbe first report. 


It is said at tbe navy department that 


there will be no further proceedings in 
this celebrated case on the department's 
initiative. Secretary Long and Judge 
Advocate Lemly positively decline to' 
discuss the findings In any phase. 


The secretary received the reports at 


5 o'clock last evening and he has not yet 
acted upon them. It is probable that 
he will simply append his signature 
with the word "approved" to the whole 
record. The court itself recommends 
no further proceedings, owing to {apse 
of time. 


A representative of The Associated 


Press convened the first information of 
the findings of the court to Adinual 
Schley. He was seated In the public 
reception room ofr a hotel chatting with 
friends and several men and evinced no 
signs of nervousness over the outcome. 
When the conclusions of Admiral 
Dewey were read to him, Admiral 
Schley showed bis pleasure, and it \us 
evident from his manner that he re- 
garded the statement from 
Admiral 


Dewey as a vindication of his cause. 
He declined to make any statement 
concerning the court's findings and, 
excusing1 himself from the company 
which had gathered about him, \\ ent to 
his apartments, where Mrs. Schlay had 
been anxiously awaiting to hear the 
court's decision. Later the official copy 
was brought to the hotel by a mes- 
senger from the navy department. 


Admiral Dewey was seen late last 


night, but declined to make any state- 
ment concerning the court's findings. 
He said the court was not dissolved and 
that he was still bound by his oath of 
secrecy. 


The majority report condemns Ad- 


miral Scbley on 11 points, while Ad- 
miral Dewey sustains him in most par- 
ticulars. The majority opinion finds 
lu brief that Admiral Schley should hare 
proceeded with the utnost dispatch to 
Cienfuegos and maintained a close 
blockade; that he should have en- 
deavored to have obtained informa- 
tion of the Spanish squadron there; that 
he should have proceeded to Santiago 
with dispatch; that he should not have 
made the retrogrademovement;that he 
should have obayed the department 
orders; thathe should have endeavored 
to capture tbe Spanish vessels in San- 
tiago; that he did act do his utmost to 
destroy thc*,Colon; that he caused the 
squadron to lose distance in the loop of 
the Brooklyn; that he thereby caused 
the Texas to back; that he did injustice 
to Hodgson; that his conduct in the 
campaign was characterized by vacil- 
lation, dilatoriness and lack of enter- 
prise; that his official reports on the 
coal supply were misleading and mac- 
'cura'-e; that his -conduct during the 
battle was self-possessed and that he en- 
couraged Ini bis own person his sub- 
ordinate officers and men. 


Admiral Dewey, in his report, says 


that the passage to Cienfuegos was 
made made with all dispatch; that, in 
view of his coal supply, the blockade of 
Gienfuegos was effective; that he al- 
lowed the Adula to enter Cienfuegos to 
get ipJTormation; that his passage to 
Santiago was with as much dispatch as 
possible, keeping the squadron to- 
gether: that the blockade of Santiago 
was effective and, finally, that he was 
the senior officer off Santiago, in ab- 
solute command, and entitled to the 
credit due for tbe glorious victory which 
resulted in the total destruction of the 
Spanish ships. 


DEEP'SEA FISHERIES 


Have Long Been Considered the Nur. 


sery of Our Merchant Marine 


Washington, Dec. 14.—One phase of 


the new subsidy bill which is of great 
interest to Massachusetts, but tbe sub- 
ject of unjust criticism in other quar- 
ters, is the bounty provision for deep- 
eea fishermen. The Philadelphia legis- 
lature, for example, as>ks why the cod 
fishermen of Gloucester, Mass., should 
receive favors not extended to the shad 
fishermen of Gloucester, N. J. There 
are many reasons; from the early days 
of tbe republic, deep sea fisheries have 
been regarded as a nursery of the mer- 
chant marine, while no pretence has 
been made that pulling shad into a small 
boat of the rivers of the south Atlantic 
was even a kindergarten for the ocean 
service. 


Other nations pay bounties on deep- 


sea fishing and on this account it is nec- 
essary for us to pay them, so the frienda 
of this bill maintain, in order to equal- 
ize the opportunity of our own peo- 
ple. In five years tbe British govern- 
ment expended $2,500,000 in the de- 
velopment of Canadian fisheries. The 
Dominion fishermen are now paid 
bounties larger than those proposed in 
the Fry* bill. American fishermen, 
moreover, have to pay a license on 
nhips entering a Canadian port, which 
acts as a still further handicap and 
greatly offsets the advantage of their 
protected market Besides, the whole 
amount to be paid in fishing bounties 
under this bill would not reach $200,000 
a year. No industrial group could fall 
to be cheered by such evidence of in- 
terest in its work on the part of the fed- 
eral government.

Clever Device For Concealing Liquor 
fe, Uneartned by Portland Deputies 


Portland, Me., Dec. 14.—Sheriff Pear- 


son's liquor deputies yesterday found 
one of ihe most ingenious "hides" un- 
earthed in the past year. It was at tbe 
saloon of Patrick A. Sullivan on Cen- 
tre street The officers had a tip that 
liquor was; being sold there aud de- 
cided to go over the building thorough- 
ly, to find the place where the intoxi- 
cants were hidden. Finally, under one 
of tbe mallets, the wall gave out a 
hollow sound, and the deputies began to 
tear away; the brickwork. After 14 in- 
ches of brick and slate had been re- 
moved the searchers came upon a cop- 
per tank, having a capacity of 20 gal- 
lons, which was set In cement in the 
middle of the wall and connected to two 
pipes, one for filling and one from 
which the liquor was drawn.

There the 
London papers give full reports of the 
discussions as well as the actions of 
Darliament, and the people read them. 
In this country* he said, the metropo- 
litan papers give very little space to 
the discussions of congress. 


It is true, as Senator Hale says, that 


the metropolitan papers give little 
space, 
comparatively, 
to congress. 


And it is a comewhat peculiar fact 
that many of the papers of the small 
cities give more attention to it than 
do those of New York and 
Boston. 


The people of the great cities have 
their minds so filled with sisi-day 
races and the like, that they seem to 
have v«ry little attention left for the 
doings of the law-makers of the na- 
tion.
